Poll Shows Lack of Support 


A January poll of gays and lesbians in Toronto 
asked three questions about Queer Nation's new 
poster campaign to increase visibility of gays and 
lesbians. Of 1 364 responses, 1 212 or 89 percent 
chose the answer "Making ourselves more visible is 
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just asking for trouble." Four per cent said QN's 
campaign was a good way to make gays more 
visible and 6 per cent felt that QN's campaign was 
the wrong way to go about it but they do support 
the idea of increased visibility. 


Edmonton Group Calls for 
Assistance 


The Gay and Lesbian Awareness Civil Rights 
Committee (GALA) is collecting donations for 
Delwin Vriend's legal defense fund. 

Delwin Vriend was fired from his job at King's 
College in Edmonton on January 28 because he is a 
"practicing homosexual." 

King's College issued a policy statement on 
January 14 denouncing homosexuality and setting 
policies that would facilitate the firing of gay 
employees. 

King's College receives forty per cent of its 
funding from the Alberta government.

Ontario Includes Gays and Lesbians 
as Family 


Earlier this year, Ontario's NDP government 
extended life, medical and dental insurance to 
partners of gay and lesbian provincial employees - a 
first for Canada. At the same time, officials 
announced plans to alter provincial laws and the 
Ontario Human Rights Act, so the definition of 
"family" includes gay and lesbian partners, this 
would extend benefits into the civil sector. A key 
Christian activist called the new moves "the 
demolition of the fundamental building-block of 
society" (the family).

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All Part Of The Job

Iam a curious person by nature. 
When I was three years old, my 
mother took me to a doctor because 
she thought I was talking too much 
for my age. Then, in second grade, 
she received a phone call from the 
vice-principal of my school. He was 
concerned that I was "unnaturally 
preoccupied with issues 
inappropriate for my years" (I asked 
my teacher who made God). Even 
as a young adolescent my natural 
inquisitiveness was thwarted when, 
in the Alberta Girls Drum and Bugle 
Band (now wryly remembered as 
The Band from Auschwitz’), the 
band's director would say to the 
ninety or so girls sitting around him 
on the gym floor: "Any questions? 
Except you”, he would say, pointing 
at me. "You ask too damn many 
questions". 

So, when I went with Barb and 
Wray on my first visit to the printer 
to proofread last month's edition of 
Womonspace News, Edmonton's 
lesbian newsletter, it wasn't 
surprising that I had a few queries. 

For example, I know I shouldn't 
care too much about what people 
think, but I couldn't help wondering 
what this printer guy thinks of all 
these dykes coming in once a month 
with their newsletter. Particularily 
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since in last month's issue, we ran a 
somewhat steamy little story, and, 
well, I couldn't help but speculate as 
to what was on this guy's mind as 
he imputed all this into the 
computer (I'm sure he thinks we 
lesbians are an uneducated lot, at 
the very least we can't even seem to 
agree on the spelling of the word 
"woman"). 

So the next day when I went to 
pick up the final printed draft, I 
kind of took my time looking it 
over, trying to think of a way to 
strike up a _ conversation. He 
eventually offered me a_ coffee, 
which I affably accepted. 

Talking to people I don't know 
about volatile, controversial issues 
isn't something I've done a whole 
lot of, but for some reason I felt 
compelled to talk to the guy. 

"Busy today?” I imaginatively 
asked. 

He replied with an answer that I 
didn't quite hear, but I think it was 
something about being caught with 
his fonts down. Maybe now wasn't 
the best time. I was already in the 
back room, leaning against the 
doorframe, though. I had to say 
something. 

"I was wondering, I'm kind of 
curious actually - uh, what do you 
think of all these gay women, doing 
their newsletter, and stuff..." 


"I have this 
thing about 
natural order, 
natural 


justice." 
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"Not that 
being gay is 
like stealing, I 
guess it's 
different than 
that. I just 
don't 
understand 
hie! 


He stopped what he was doing 
and turned to face me. "Hell, I got 
no problem with you people. I 
mean, I always get paid on time, 
and it's good work." 

I nod and go back and sit in the 
room out front with my coffee. A 
minute goes by. Two minutes. He 
re—appears in the doorway. "What 
really pisses me off is all these 
attractive, pretty women, it's such a 
waste, if you know what I mean." 

I nod. He keeps talking. "I 
mean, I don't always agree with 
what the newsletter says. A lot of it I 
disagree with, you know, like a lot 


_of the ideas, and the way you guys 


spell 'woman' different all the time. 
I don't think anyone should be 
messing with the English language." 

"It is kind of different." 

He goes back into his room; I 
can see him sitting at a computer. A 
couple more minutes pass. He 
returns to the main room and pulls 
up a chair. "I don't think it's right - 
it's unnatural. I have this thing 
about natural order, natural justice. 
And families. I have a problem with 
that too. I just can't see two lesbians 
or.two guys calling themselves a 
family." 

"And how are the kids going to 
turn out? I guess if a lesbian decides 
to get herself pregnant, well, that's 
her business. Nothing anyone can 
do about that, I guess. But adoption, 
that's where I draw the line. Society 
has a responsibility to protect its 
kids. Like orphaned kids, they 
become the responsibility of society. 
I don't think we should ever give 
them to gay couples to raise, you 
know? But I know that some 
lesbians just go ahead and have 
their own. I was even asked to you 
know, donate, but I said forget it, I 
don't believe in that test tube crap." 

"[ just don't understand it, that's 
all. I can't imagine ever being 
attracted to a guy, that's for sure. It 
worries me." 

"I guess I see homosexuality as a 
problem. If one of my kids, for 
example, started to have tendencies 


like that, say, at age fifteen, well - 
they all have tendencies at that age 
— it's just got to be stopped. Just like 
if you see your kid stealing your 
neighbors property, it's your 
responsibility as a parent to put a 
stop to it. Not that being gay is like 
stealing, I guess it's different than 
that. I just don't understand it." 

"What about marriage? Do you 
think we should be allowed to get 
married if we want?" 

"Marriage, well I guess that's 
okay. And benefits and things like 
that, that's okay, too." 

"Working on this stuff has really 
opened my mind. You girls are nice 
people. I'm even good friends with 
one of your members. And I don't 
have a_ problem printing the 
newsletter, really. But I have my 
views, my opinions, my prejudices. 
Not that all prejudices are 
necessarily bad. All societies have 
prejudices. We have a _ prejudice 
against murder, for example. That's 
normal." 

I finished the rest of my coffee, 
gathered up my pile of papers, and 
stood up. "I never did get your 
name", I say to him. 

"Ray." 

"I'm Lisa." 

We shook hands. I began to 
walk towards the door, but then 
stopped and turned to him. "Ray, 
where do you think your opinions 
and ideas come from. Your parents, 
or society? Where?" 

"Oh, my parents for sure. 
Definitely. They did a pretty good 
job raising me. But I've spent a lot of 
time thinking about this, a lot of 
years. I've made up my own mind." 

"Well, it was nice talking to you. 
Take care." 

I zipped up my ski jacket as | 
climbed the stairs and went outside. 
Meter had expired. No ticket, 
though. I climbed into my car, let it 
warm up for a minute or so, then 
pulled away from the curb.

What Is Environmental Illness...

Environmental Illness (EI) is a 
syndrome whereby a_ person 
becomes increasingly intolerant of 
common airborne particles, foods 
and ubiquitous chemicals found in 
their home and 
environments. 

Depending on the severity of 
person may

the reactions, a 
eventually become 
debilitated .. and__— the 
environment may have to be 
drastically altered to accommodate 
the individual. Extreme 
alternatives are often necessary to 
return the person to some degree 
of wellness or sustainability. 

There is very little known 
about the causes of EI, though 
many theories have emerged. One 
of the more common beliefs is that 
during the last fifty years, persons 
have become increasingly 
inundated ‘with the 
chemicals commonly found in 
food, clothing, furniture and 
building materials. This has led to 
a 'toxic overload’ of the immune 
system's detoxification ability, 
leaving the person vulnerable to 


synthetic 


_ sinus 


the sensitization of these 
chemicals. 

Of the five-thousand 
chemicals added to the list each 
year, a few have taken precedence 
in our environment. Many are 
known carcinogens,and are very 
toxic to the human system. 

Formaldehyde (found in such 
things as new clothing, paints, 
rugs and smog), — polyvinyls 
(plastics and upholstery), chlorine 
binds with 
compounds in water to produce 


(chlorine organic 


the carcinogen trihalomethave), 
benzene (paints and inks), solvents 
and pesticides, are all found in 
everyday environments. When a 
person becomes ‘allergic’ or 
intolerant to these compounds, 
many severe reactions can occur. 
EI symptoms may range from 
problems to arthritic 
conditions, asthma to brain 'fog' 
(loss of concentration, confusion, 
memory lapse, anxiety). Many 
people report symptoms such as 
poor digestion, muscle weakness, 
and chronic fatigue. Allergic 
reactions to foods 
hallmark of the illness. 
Treatments for the EI sufferer 


may vary according to symptoms,

Standard 
medical procedures have proven 
ineffective for most patients; many 
sufferers have become intolerant to 


pharmaceuticals, especially 
antibiotics and sulfa drugs. Altern

of rebellion, we had 
planned and made preparations 
for an unassisted home delivery, 
but well-meaning interference 
from my brother and his wife, 
coupled with the sudden speedy 
exit of my partner's courage in the 
final stage of labour, resulted in a

the-red-lights" trip to the 
hospital. Exactly sixteen minutes 


after leaving from home, our son 
was born. To my brother's intense 
relief, we had made it to the 
hospital JUST in time. 

The doctor had made special 
arrangements so that my partner 
could visit any time including 
feedings. She'd put on the hospital 
gown they insisted be worn, and 
breeze into the room with the rest 
of the "dads". We'd take turns 
holding the baby and arguing over

whose turn it was to change him. 
Each time he yawned or sneezed, 
we'd grin at each other as if he had 
done something wonderful.

Talk 
coloured glasses!! My feet literally 
didn't touch the ground for at least

three weeks. Even when presented 
with a petition from the other 
residents in our building asking us 
to sell our unit and move, we were 
too "high" to be upset. We took a 
loss and assumed a mortgage on a 
townhouse (with a yard), resolving 
that we would have needed a 


bigger place within the year 
anyway. 

For the next few months, life 
slowed to a crawl -- but that 


didn’t last for long. From the very 
first day home, our son slept right 
through the night and I put him on 
a "demand" schedule which gave 
us more freedom to come and go 
as the spirit moved us. Before long, 
we were off again for the 
weekends; the trunk of the car 
jammed with playpen, stroller, and 
diaper bag. He was a good little 
traveller and rarely cried, sleeping 
peacefully in unfamiliar places 
without a fuss. 

I never used commercial baby 
food or formula so it didn't matter 
where we ended up. We just 
mashed up some potatoes and 
vegetables, or fed him soup, or 
fruit, if what we were having 
wasn't suitable for him. Since I had 
made the choice to breastfeed, we 
didn't have to worry about finding 
a restaurant en route that would 
heat up a bottle. There was always 
an ample supply of milk ready and 
waiting without all the hassle of 
bottles and nipples and sterilizers, 
and he was more than content to 
nurse in the car. 

Our first such trip was from 
Edmonton to Calgary to visit some 
friends who were on their way 
through on a holiday. We hadn't 
seen Leslie and Donna since we'd 


I 
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moved back from Winnipeg two 
years earlier. They hadn't been 
able to make it out for our 
wedding the previous year so we 
were looking forward to a visit, 
and of course, a chance to show off 
our son. They were staying with 
Leslie's parents in Calgary for a 
week and then heading out to 
Penticton. They were both very 
excited to see our new baby. 

We arrived at Leslie's parents’ 
home just in time for a lovely 
brunch. (Talk about good timing!) 
Leslie's mother asked the usual 
questions about where the baby's 
father was, and whether or not I 
was married. Leslie gave us the 
sign to keep mum about our 
relationship. Obviously, she hadn't 
come out to her parents yet. 

I nursed my son and put him 
down for a nap in the playpen 
right after brunch. He went to 


sleep almost immediately despite _ 


having slept for a good part of the 
trip. 

Leslie suggested that we take 
off for the afternoon and do some 
sightseeing. Leslie's mother 
immediately offered to take care of 
the baby while we were gone. I 
excused myself to go to the 
bedroom with the breast pump I 
always packed for just such an 
opportunity, and we left behind 
one sleeping child, four ounces of 
fresh mother’s milk, six ounces of 
still partially frozen mother's milk, 
six ounces of diluted apple juice, 
two jars of homemade baby food, 
one box of cream of wheat, one 
diaper bag stuffed so full that the 
zipper wouldn't close, and three 


pages of instructions. 


One other trip to Calgary 
occurred when our son was about 
a year and a half old. The result of 
a flukey fall off the step, he had 
broken his leg; a_ greenstick 
fracture, but nevertheless it would 
take four to six weeks in a cdst to 
heal. (And at the beginning of 
summer yet!) A very active,

slowed him down for long. He 
WALKED out of the Emergency 
Room with what I would estimate 
to be at least a ten—pound thigh- 
to-ankle cast on his leg that was 
more than a third of his entire 
body weight!

trying to climb the fence. 


It was also during this period 
of "incapacity" that we had to 
discard his crib and put him into a 
real bed. Talk about a rude 
awakening!!! On this particular 
morning, the little darling decided 
to climb out of his crib for the first 
time. The crash that resulted was 
enough to have me fully awake 
and down the hall in less time than 
it takes to blink, with my heart 
firmly lodged in my throat and 
hammering away at my larnyx. 
My son "ker-thunked" through his 
bedroom doorway with cast 
miraculously still intact, looked up 
at me with an ear-to-ear grin and 
said, "Hi Mommy!" I swear I 
sprouted six grey hairs in less than 
a split second that day. 

So, we decided to head to the 
Calgary Zoo for the day and 
hopefully burn off some of his 
excess energy. We put him into his 
car seat with a cut-to—measure 
plank under his left buttock to 
support the weight of the cast, and 
headed out on the highway. 

He slept most of the way as 
usual and when we arrived at the 
Zoo, he was recharged and ready 
to roll. He didn't want to use his 
stroller -— he wanted his freedom 
-- and it was all we could do to 
keep up with him. But it was a 
wonderful, tiring, satisfying day 
and both mom and babe slept all 
the way back to Edmonton. 

By the way, the cast met its 
final soggy demise in a neighbor 
child's inflatable swimming pool 
three days before its scheduled 
removal.

The drag queens. 


Actually, that's not exactly 
true. I did bump into some of the 
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local queens there, but they were 
in their regular, everyday civvies, 
as opposed to, say, the people 
from CLUB Calgary who attended 
in full leather regalia. So now I'm 
beginning to wonder why. 

It's not like the drag queens 
aren't organized or anything like 
that; one need only look at the 
Imperial Sovereign Court of the 
Chinook Arch (or the ISCCA, 
which is a helliva lot easier to say) 
organizational 
structure which would put the 


to witness an 


Canadian Government to shame. 
Obviously at least some of the 
queens wanted to attend, or else 
they wouldn't have been there. 

But why were none of them in 
drag? 

I'll probably make a few 
enemies if I put forth the theory 
that at least some drag queens may 
well be embarassed to dress up to 
the feminine nines in broad 
daylight, but so be it. As a rule, 
I've always thought that once you 
get them out of the dim light of a 
bar, drag queens look faintly 
ridiculous. (Just as an inside, why 
is it that so many men dress as 
women, and yet a woman in male 
drag is almost unheard of?) 

I realize that a lot of this may 
be my own problems, perhaps a 
projection of some sort of 
internalized dragophobia, but not 
necessarily. It’s pretty much an 


honest observation. 


I'll give you an example. I have 
this one friend who I invited to a 
party not too long ago. Just your 
standard run-of-the-mill house- 
warming; no big deal. After flip- 
flopping a little, he decided not to 
attend, as he had to do drag later 
on in the evening, and said he 


would feel uncomfortable showing 
up at the party in all his feminine 
glory. 

Yet this is the same man who 
will spend the evening at 318, 
resembling more than a little, Ethel 
Merman’s long-lost twin sister, 
rubbing noses with the elite (or as 
elite as you can get on a Saturday 
evening at 318) and playing the

social butterfly. 

Drag queens are a 
contradiction in terms. 

Rightfully or not, many of us 
perceive drag queens in a rather 
light. They're bitchy. 
They're immature. They're not 
completely satisfied with 


themselves, and wear their make- 


negative 


up, pumps and evening gowns as 


masks. Worst of all, they're a non- 
representative and as such a 
detrimental aspect of the gay 
community. And to some extent, 
all this may be true. 

Yet, without the queens, where 
would we all be? 

Throughout time, drag has 
played important roles both within 
and outside of the various gay 
[counter-] cultures, particularly in 
the fields of performing arts. From 
classic Greek theatre to 
Shakespeare to modern-day 
bedroom farces, drag and role 
reversal have become accepted 
theatrical practice, particularly in 
those societies where women were 
not allowed to appear on stage. 

In fact, according to Stuart 
Berg 
America, the use of the term "drag" 
to indicate 
appeared in the 1850's, named 
after a petticoat which male actors 
wore when they portrayed female 
characters. The petticoat, you see, 
created an unfamiliar "drag" as the 
actors walked. 

But drag has not only been 
limited to actors; it has also been 
used for expionage purposes, as 
political

transvestism first 


well as to make 
statements. 

Case in point: the modern gay 
rights movement began way back 
in 1969 with the raid of the 
Stonewall Inn in New York's 
Greenwich Village. The Stonewall 
Inn was a popular drag bar at the 


time. 


What happened was a bunch 
sick of the 
harassment they were subjected to, 
and decided to fight back. There 
may never have been a gay rights 
movement if not for them, their 


of queens got 
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bitchiness, their immaturity, their 
masks and their 
representative" status. 

Regardless of how any of us 
feel, we do owe a debt of gratitude 
to the Stonewall drag queens and 
the legacy of pride they left 
behind. 

But now the history lesson is 
over, and Stonewall and the Sixties 
are relegated to the realm of 
nostalgia as we boldly venture into 
the gay Nineties. The gay rights 
movement is going strong, and 
there's little chance of it fading 
back into obscurity.

Drag queens are no longer our 
spokespersons: today we _ are 
represented by the Svend 
Robinsons, the Rita Mae Browns, 
the Harvey Milks, and the Jane 
Rules. 

And many of us_ are 
embarassed when a panel of drag 
queens appears on the Oprah 
Winfrey Show and __ proudly 
proclaims: "We're gay; accept us 
for who we are!" 

Question: If so many gay men 
and lesbians .are bothered by the 
flamboyance and the campiness of 
drag queens, why do the queens 
and their shows remain so popular 
and such a regular staple of gay 
entertainment? 

I've managed to come up with 
at least two reasons for this. 

One: Once you get past the 
bitchiness, the immaturity and the 
masks, one strong attribute tends 
to remain: a brutal honesty. 
Everyone, to some extent is bitchy, 
immature and wears various 
masks; it’s just that the drag 
queens, in all their flamboyance 
and campiness, are not afraid to 
admit it. 


Two: Every so often, you see a 
performer, or a show that is quite 
wonderful; great entertainment. 
The benefit for Lesbian & Gay 
Youth Calgary hosted by Devon 
Mills in 1989 was one; the "Grease" 
show at 318 last month was 
another, particularly in terms of 
the choreography. Of course, I've 
found the majority of shows aren't 
quite up to these standards; in fact, 
I've seen some shows during 
which I've wondered "What am I 
doing here? Did I actually pay 
money to watch grown men dress

as women and prance around a 
stage to pre-recorded music?" 
Then again, I could have paid a 
hell of a lot more to see pretty 
much the same thing at a Milli 
Vanilli concert. 

Nonetheless there are certain 
drag queens whom I watch and 
almost invariably enjoy: 
performers such as Ty Morgan, 
Kris Kollins and Justine Tyme; 
Devon Mills impressed me greatly 
before he moved out of town. 
Many drag queens are solid 


entertainers in their own rights. 


From my perspective, it seems 
to me that drag queens are fairly 
selfless individuals: they rarely get 
paid for their services; they're 
ready and willing to do their best 
to promote and fundraise for 
various community groups and 
organizations. 

There are some damn good 
people under that powder, base 
and rouge. 


I still don't know what would 
possess a grown man to dress up 
in female attire on a regular basis; 
maybe I never will. If I approach it 
as an acting experience, I can make 
it make sense, but insofar as it 
becoming a regular fashion, I find 
it tough to understand. But I'll 
keep trying. 

In the meantime, in light of the 
good that drag queens do for the 
community, I will applaud them. 
Some may not like them, or 
understand them, but we should 
all accept and appreciate them. 


And next time I'll do my level 
best not to be embarrased when 
they appear on Oprah Winfrey. 


I'll leave you now with a bit of 
wisdom from Ramanovsky and 
Phillips, from their third album, 
Emotional Rollercoaster: 

"Now some of us still dress up 

In our mothers' clothes 

And some of us just like to watch 

And some look down their nose, 

But we've all got an image that 

we want to convey 

And drag is something each of us 

does every single day..."
